H.  A.  Maclean,  ITATHEREAS  Saturday, 
Deyuty  Attorney-General.)  \\  the  second  day  of 
February,  has,  by  His  Excellency  the  Governor-Gen- 
eral, been  proclaimed  as  a day  of  mourning  to  be 
observed  by  all  persons  throughout  the  Dominion  of 
Canada :
